Mr. Dixson says by actual measurement 200 
feet of Cobb’s Island Deach was washed 
away by the enormous waves that 
lashed the shore and that the tia- 
habitants state it was the worst — 
they have had for twenty years. All the ve 
etation and some pigs were destroyed.

Wisconsin Pulp and Paper Mills Sold to 
7 Syndicate. 
. 


Arrow, Wis., Sept. 29.—The greatest 
syndicate deal since the purchase. of the 
American breweries by English capitalists 
has just been concluded, and unless some- 
thing unforeseep occurs, all the paper and 
pulp millson Fox River will pass into th 
hands of an English syndicate on April 1. 

It is learned from parties interested in the 
sale that every paper and pulp maker on Fox 
River, with two exceptions, has signed a 
contract giving options on all mills, ma- 
chinery, water rights, leases and other 
property. The option is good for six months 
from Oct.1. The two firms who have not 
yet signed have agreed to do so Monday. The 
reason forthe delay is to gain time to com- 

lete schedulesofthe property, which must 

attached to the options when delivered to 
the syndicate in London.

Fits was down be- 
low the middleweight limit when he 
met .Creedon, but in my estimation 
he will take on from fifteen to twenty 
pounds inside of the next few weeks. It is 
astonishing how he can take weight off with- 
outinjuring himseif physically. No matter 
at what weight he isfighting he seems to 
punch in the same terrific manner, and I 
must say, that at catchweights he’s a 
dangerous man for even the best of the big 
fellows totackle. Wereit not for the fact 
that Joe Choynski will be laid up for some 
time to come, I would readily match him 
against Fitz.

AN APPALLIFG CONFESSION. 

The report of the July Grand-jury is in 
some respects remarkable. It is doubtful 
if a body charged with the duty of bring- 
ing to trial violators of law ever mace so 
humiliating a confession of inability to 
cope with the forces of corruption as this 
report contains. The reasons given by the 
jury for this forced surrender to law- 
breakers are two—perjury of witnesses and 
opposition in the Circuit Attorney’s office. 

On the subject of perjury the Grand-jury 
made this astounding statement: 

The audacious facility with which wit, 
nesses almost uniformly forgot crucial facts 
would furnish a scientific congress empie 
data for the conclusion that the faguity of 
human memory was perishing from off the 
face of the earth. The suppression of truth 
was so plain as te us tothe conviction 
that there between witnesses 
and persons fearful of indictment. The sanc- 
tity of their oath appeared to 6affer total 
eclipse inthe minds of numerous witnesses, 
who displayed more anxiety to evade the 
truth than to avoid perjury. 

But discouraging as is this revelation of 
the demoralizing influence of political 
pulls on character and moral staminaof 
private citizens, it does not so deeply con- 
cern the people as the condemnation of the 
abuse of official powerin shielding law- 
breakers which is implied in the follow- 
ing: 

We confess to have been subjected to 
great discouragement in the arduous course 
of our investigation when we witnessed the 
ease with which the official conscience nolle 
prossed cases established dy the May Grand- 
jury in which the evidence seemed clearly 
to warrant atrial. In consideragjon, there- 
fore, of these facts we hesitate to suggest 
that fature Grand-juries pursue any further 
inquiries in this direction, though we are 
fully convinced that there is ample cause for 
such inqulsition. 

Here is a revelation of the power of the 
political pull to protect law-breakers 
through the fear of citizens and the favor 
of officials. The debasement of the sys- 
tem of law-enforcement is two-fold. It 
protects not only the powerful corruption- 
ists and law-breakers, but those who com- 
mit perjury at their behest and for their 
benefit. The machinery of the Criminal 
Court is made the means of defeating the 
object for which it was established and is 
maintained. 

We commend to the earnest considera-

A Thrilling Scrne Witnessed by 500 
Persons in Chicago, 


MEN BATTLING OT A NARROW 
BEAM OVER THE RIVER.

Maertin Randall, a Discharged Implere, 
Attacks Superintendent of Construc- 
tion Atkinson on the Metropoliten L 
Road Bridge fuperstructure—The Lat ; 
ter Plunges Inte the River After Being 
Stabbed—Crime. 


CurcaGco, Sept. 29.—Two men struggling on 
a dit of iron that projected from the Metro- 
politan L'“ road bridge superstructure 
over the river attracted fully 500 persons to 
the Jackson street bridge last night. The 
battle lasted scarcely three minutes, and 
then one of the contestants plunged head- 
long down into the water with a fearfal gash 
in his abdomen, from the effects of which 
he will probably die. 

Martin Randall was until a few days ago 
employed in the construction of the new 
bridge. George Atkinson, superintendent in 
charge of the fron construction, dismissed 
him for cause and Randall left vowing ven- 
geance. Last night, while the night crew 
were working, Atkinson was perched on the 
beam and was directing his assistants be- 
low, 

No one heeded Randall as be clambered up 
the ladder alongside the crane and érept 
across the tangle of iron cross pleces. He 
reached Atckinson’s side and catching him 
by the throat tried to hurl him into the river. 
Atkinson is a powerful man and resisted 


with all his strength. The combatants 
swayed to aud tro, aud the workmen below 
watched the battle for life as if spellbound. 

Atkinson lost his balance and plunged 
downward, Dut caught at the beam in time 
to hold himeelf. 

Randall had straightened up as his antag- 
onist shot downward, bat noting the new 
lease of life he had secured, threw open his 
coat and drew oat a longa-bdDiaded butcher 
Knife. Then deliberately kneeling down he 
reached Delow and plunged the weapon deep 
into his helpless victim. 

Atkinson’s hands released the beam and 
he fell into the water. 

Officers Fallon and Butcher procured a 
Doat-hook and fished him out of the water. 
There was a fearful gash in his abdomen, 
from which blood was pouring in a thick 
stream.

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RAILWAY MAIL SERVICE. 


Requirements for Places Regarding 


Height and Weight. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 29.—One of the 
requirements for the railway mail service is 
that applicants shall not be less than 5 feet 4 
inches in height and 125- pounds in weight. 
Every applicant is required to undergoa 
physical examination by a physician, who is 
required, among other things, to measure 
an och the applicant. 

Recently the commission has adopted the 
practice of verifying the statements of the 
physicians by tests applied at the time of the 
scholastic examination. At Indianapolis, 
Ind., recently, out of a class of seventy com- 
petitors for the railway mall service seven 
were found to be under the requirements, 
either for height or weight, or both; and at 
Boston, out of a classof sixty-foar, there 
were also seven found to be beloW the stand.
